The case went to the 
Supreme Court (United States vs. George Wilson, 7 Peters’ Report, 
p. 150) and the court finally handed down its decision: “A pardon is 
a deed, to the validity of which delivery is essential, and delivery is 
not complete without acceptance. It may then be rejected by the - 
person to whom it is tendered; and if it is rejected, we have dis- 
covered no power in this court to force it upon him.”

during the last two thousand years 
—i.e., since the whole Bible was 
completed; and consequently from 
time to time, God’s living oracles 
have been translated by reverent 
and devout students into the rul- 
ing language of the time,—the 
earlier translators having had the 
advantage of doing their work 
from documents of very early date, 
some of which are now lost; while 
the more recent translators had 
on the other hand the benefit of 
more numerous documents recent- 
ly discovered, which were appar- 
ently not available to some of 
their predecessors. 

We will now briefly trace the 
many interesting stages in the his- 


present. 


The Septuagint Version (The 
Oldest Existing Document) 


About 277 B.C.—i.e., a_ little 
over one hundred years after the 
close of the Old Testament Canon 
—a Greek translation of the Old 
Testament Scriptures was made, 
or, in any case, was commenced 
about that time, Greek being the 
language then generally spoken 
throughout ‘the Roman world. This 
translation is referred to by Gib- 
bon, the great historian. It was 
probably made for the sake of 
those Jews who had been scatter- 
ed abroad during the dispersion, 
and had adopted the Greek lan- 
guage in place of the Hebrew, 
which they had then almost en- 


the Septuagint or Alexandrian 
version, Septuagint being a Latin 
word meaning seventy. It was 
said to have been the work of 
seventy scholars at Alexandria; 
hence its title. 

It is said that it was in this 
version the now familiar titles, by 
which the various books of the 
Bible are known, were first adopt- 
ed; while the order of the books 
as we have them in our Bible, 


and which is quite different from, 


that of the original Hebrew Scrip- 
tures, was also then first arrang- 
ed. 

This Greek translation was no 
doubt in existence in the time of 
our Lord. 

It is true that Greek was then 
the common language of the Ro- 
man world in general; but the 
Jews still continued to use the 
Aramaic language in all 
dealings with one another except 
in the synagogues, where the rab- 
bis invariably spoke and read in 
Hebrew—an interpreter standing 
by to translate what was said 
into Aramaic when there were 
any Jews present who did not 
understand pure Hebrew. 

It is most probable that our 
Lord, like other Jews, spoke

By telephone today (Monday, 
July 13) Mrs. Grace MacMullen, 
circulation manager, tells me that 
the total paid subscriptions in our 
recent subscription campaign 
reached about 25,000. They are 
still snowed under, overwhelmed 
with the avalanche of mail the 
last few days. However, we think 
every subscription will be enrolled 
long before you read this, and we 
sincerely thank God for the loyal 
help of everyone who sent sub- 
scriptions. Twenty-five thousand 
subscriptions in one brief cam- 
paign is not to be sneezed at. 

The present paid circulation we 
think is somewhat above 100,000 
weekly, but we cannot give the 
exact figures until we finish put- 
ting on the new subscriptions and 
taking off any expirations of peo- 
ple who did not renew. 


Goal: 200,000 Subscriptions 
By Twentieth Anniversary 
September 28, 1954 


If THE SWORD OF THE LORD is, in 
a few years, to reach a total paid 
circulation of one million copies 
weekly, as we believe it should; 
and if THe Sworp is to be the 
most influential Christian paper 
ever published in the history of the 
world, then we must soon have a 
tremendous increase in subscrip- 
tions. After much prayer, I have 
come to the conclusion that God 
wants us to have 200,000 paid sub- 
scriptions by September 28, 1954. 
On that date, some _ fourteen 
months ahead, THE SWorRD OF THE 
LorD will be exactly twenty years 
old. To reach this goal of 200,000 
paid subscriptions would mean 
that we must practically double 
the present subscription list. And

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(Because of extra postage 
expense) 


would have to get over 200,000 
subscriptions. You see, the average 
subscription expires in one year, 
so nearly all the subscriptions we 
now have will expire and some 
other subscriptions we will get in 
the next two months will expire 
before the twentieth anniversary 
date.

The only way 
that I know that we can do 
it is for several thousand earnest 
Christian readers to take quotas 
and each one be_ responsible 
for a certain number of _ sub- 
scriptions.

“Give, and it shall be given unto 
you; good measure, pressed down, 
and shaken together, and running 
over, shall men give into your 
bosom. For with the same measure 
that ye mete withal it shall be 
measured to you again.” 


So we have the clear promise of 
God’s Word, which has been veri- 
fied by millions, including this un- 
worthy author, that God gives fi- 
mancial prosperity to those who 
put Him first in possessions. 

Many years ago I made God a 
solemn proposition; or perhaps I 
should better say, I took God up 
on His oft-repeated promise. I 
promised God, “Lord, I will look 
after Your business and trust You 
to look after my business.” I praise 
His name from the depth of my 
soul; He has been faithful. I have 
failed Him again and again. But 
more and more I have conclusive 
proof that God has looked after 
me and my family because I un- 
dertook to seek first His kingdom 
and to put Him first in all human 
possessions. I know it works. God 
gives financial prosperity to those 
who honor Him with substance 
and firstfruits of all their increase. 

I do not promise that everyone 
who tithes will be a millionaire. 
That would be a calamity for 
many. I do promise that those who 
give will receive more than they 
give. 

When I was a small boy we 
lived in the country. It was a long 
way to town, and the farm wagon 
made the trip but once a week. If 
my mother needed to borrow sugar 
from a neighbor in canning peach- 
es, then you may be sure that my 
mother would not only bring back 
the sugar, but she would heap the 
vessel to make sure that she re- 
turned more than she borrowed, 
then she would take along a great 
glass jar of beautiful Elberta 
peaches as well, or a pie! Then 
mother would be _ particularly 
careful to go help the neighbor 
with the washing when she was 
jll, or to sit up with a sick baby. 
My godly and beautiful mother 
would never be outdone in neigh- 
borliness and kindness. 

And shall the infinite God, who 
so loved us that He gave His Son 
to keep us out: of Hell—shall our 
provident heavenly Father fail to 
repay abundantly every gift we 
offer to Him? Yes, the tithe and 
offering plan brings financial 


prosperity. 


II. The Blessing of Constant 
Assurance That God Will 
Provide 


God not only gives financial 
prosperity to those who honor Him 
with their substance and with the 
first fruits of their income; He 
gives great peace and assurance 
to those who learn to make God 
a partner in material things. One 
who séts out to recognize God's 
ownership of everything, and to 
give tithes and offerings as a lov- 
ing token of obedience and sur- 
render and faith, finds that he has 
entered into financial partnership 
with God. Jesus Christ promised, 
“But seek ye first the kingdom of 
God, and his righteousness; and all 
these things shall be added unto 
you.” There is great blessing when 
one, by faith, enters into such a 
compact with God and sets out to 
put God first in all material things, 
sets out to seek first the kingdom 
of God. I say, that step of faith 
brings blessing. 

But what can we say of the 
great assurance that is built up 
when day by day God answers 
prayer and provides for one’s 
needs, and proves that He will do 
just what He promised? For many, 
many years I thank God that He 
has taken away the worry and fret 
about the care of my family. I 
have blessed assurance that every- 
thing we need will be supplied. 
Long ago I began to feel that God 
is my partner, and that He has 
undertaken to supply all our 
needs. The years have only con- 
firmed that faith. I would not, for 
anything in the world, go back to 
the position of being driven and 
fretted always with the problems 
that many people face. How shall 
I meet the rent bill? Will I have 


enough money to pay this debt? | 


What about grocery money next 
week? How can I pay my daugh- 
ter’s graduation expenses? Long 
ago I received the sweet assurance 
that if I would put God and His 
cause first, He would supply our 
needs. The blessing of peace and 
assurance and the constant sense 
of God’s providing care is even 
better than the financial prosper- 
ity which He gives. 


III. The Blessing of Regular 
Proof That There Is a 
Living God Who Ans- 
wers Prayer and 
Cares for His 
Children 


But a further blessing grows out 
of giving tithes and offerings to 
God. Financial prosperity? Yes. 
Assurance of God’s care for the 
future? Yes. But more than that: 
one who tries God out and finds 
that God meets His promises in 
the matter of daily care for his 
needs finds that God becomes very 
real and the Bible becomes a liv- 
ing book. A living God meets His 
obligations. 

Words fail me to tell of the 
wonderful blessing it is to a Chris- 
tian to find that the living God is 
right there ready to hear him 
when he cries for help! 

Several years ago when I was 
pastor in Dallas, Texas, and the 
church was in a big building pro- 
gram and I had no regular salary, 
an incident occurred, small in it- 
self, but a wonderful sweetness to 
my own heart. 

On Monday morning whatever 
money was put in envelopes and 
designated for the pastor in the 
Sunday offerings would be taken 


out of the envelopes and used as 
needed. I would divide with my 
office workers; and sometimes 
there would be no money on hand 
just yet for other needs which 
might appear during the week. Yet 
God always brought in enough. 
Once my second daughter, Mary 
Lioys, came by my office from 
high school. She was greatly ex- 
cited. Mother had told her that 
she could prepare the dinner. She 
could buy the groceries needed 
for the meal. Would it be all right, 
she asked, if she went by the 
grocery store across the corner 
from our house and bought a loaf 
of bread and some spinach to go 
with other things she had planned? 
I told her yes, and smiling at her 
eagerness to do a grown woman’s 
work, I saw her go happily home- 
ward. I had told her to tell the 


grocer I would come by and pay. 


for the groceries on the way home 
from work. We did not run a 
charge account for groceries but 
trusted the Lord from day to day. 
And now when my daughter was 
gone I remembered that I had not 
a dollar in my pocket, not even the 
few cents that would be needed. 
So I simply asked the Lord to 
make it so I could pay that bill on 
the way home from the office that 
night, and forgot about it. 

In mid-afternoon someone came 
to the office, a widow, as I recall, 
and left for me a fifty-cent piece. 
When it was handed to me I sud- 
denly remembered my obligation. 
And I shall never forget the glad- 
ness with which I went by the 
grocery store and paid the fifty- 
cent bill. The grocer did not care; 
I could easily have had a charge 
account. But we preferred to live 
day by day on God’s bounty, and 
it never failed us. 

I could tell how again and again 
I went to God for particular needs 
and they were supplied. I learned 
to trust God, happily, for our 
needs and for the Lord’s work. 
You see, I found that God is a 
living God. He keeps His promises. 
He answers prayer. That makes 
the whole relationship of a Chris- 
tain with his heavenly Father very 
sweet, 


IV. The Blessed Cure for 
Covetousness 


Avarice, covetousness, the love 
of money—how this sim is: berated 
in the Scriptures! ‘“Thou shalt not 
covet” is put in the Ten Command- 
ments, along with, “Thou shalt 
not kill” and, “Thou shalt not 
commit adultery.” 


For covetousness Gehazi, the 
servant of Elisha, was stricken 
with leprosy (II Kings 5:20). It 
was the covetousness of Balaam, 
the false prophet, which brought 
upon him the curse of God (Num. 
22:21; II Pet. 2:15; Jude 11). If 
was the covetousness of Achan 
which brought defeat to the whole 
nation Israel (Josh., chap. 7). It 
was covetousness in the heart of 
Judas Iscariot which led him to 
betray Jesus Christ for thirty 
pieces of silver (Matt. 26:14). 


Covetousness is plainly called 
the sin of idolatry, “‘covetousness, 
which is idolatry” (Col. 3:5). 


The church at Corinth was 
plainly commanded to withdraw 
Christian fellowship, not to keep 
company nor to eat with “any man 
that is called a brother,” if he 
were covetous. Just as the forni- 
cator, idolater, drunkard, and ex- 
tortioner were to be turned out of 
the church, so was the covetous 
man! How God hates this sin! 
“The love of money is the root 
of all evil,” that is, is back of all 
kinds of sin, says the Scripture 
(I Tim. 6:10). For love of money, 
the bartender makes drunkards, 
paupers, and harlots and damns 
souls to Hell. For love of money, 
the beautiful woman may become 
a harlot. Every crime under Heav- 
en—from that of Judas to Bene- 
dict Arnold, from that of ‘“Mur- 
der Incorporated,” to the white

vine grow in length to fifty feet, 
yet it will force the water the 
entire length of itself. 

And where does it get the car- 
bon? Verily, with thousands of 
fires; millions of automobiles and 
billions of men and animals, and 
each one throwing carbon-dioxide 
into the air, the source of supply 
is right at hand and inexhaustible. 

"And how does it get the carbon? 
It is to the leaf that we look for 
the answer, for on the underside 
of every leaf, although out of sight 
to mortal eyes, are thousands of 
tiny holes.

1:3). Never has a grape grown but 
by His power. How much easier it 
was just to command the atoms 
and see them leap to their position 
in an instant, than to take months 
for the root to pump up the water; 
the leaves to draw in the ‘carbon, 
and the transportation system to 
carry the carbon building blocks 
and fit them into their place (to 
say nothing about all the other 
elements that must be given their 
respective places).

life. So the world knows that what 
& man puts his money in, he puts 
his heart in. Your own children, 
your unsaved neighbors, will have 
confidence in your Christianity 
largely as they see your sincerity 
proven by the way you live and 
give. 

It was on this matter of giving 
of one’s means which the Apostle 
James mentioned when he said: 


“What doth it profit, my breth- 
ren, though a man say he hath 
faith, and have not works? can 
jJaith save him?” 

For he continued: 


“If a brother or sister be naked, 
and destitute of daily food, And 
one of you say unto them, Depart 
in peace, be ye warmed and filled; 
notwithstanding ye gtve them not 
those things which are needful to 
the body; what doth it profit? 
Even so faith, if it hath not works, 
ts dead, being alone.”—James 2: 
14-17. 

The kind of faith that does not 
give money and property is dead 
faith, says the Scripture. 

A large crowd gathered night 
after night in a tent revival cam- 
paign in Decatur, Texas, years ago. 
During the nightly offering I was 
quite amused to see a boy on the 
front seat turn and stand on his 
knees on the seat and watch with 
greatest interest as the collection 
pan went down the second row. 
He watched most carefully as one 
good man, owner of a shop who 
sat every night near the front and 
praised God and took active part 
in the meetings, reached into an 
old-fashioned purse and extracted 
some money and put it in the pan. 

“How much did he give?” I said 
aloud, since the lad had the at- 
tention of much of the congrega- 
tion anyway. But I was surprised 
and embarrassed at his answer: 

“A nickel!” the boy said loudly. 

Do you think that young people 
do not notice how Christian people 
give and judge them according to 
their works on this matter? 

In my boyhood I was greatly 
impressed when my father gave 
one hundred dollars to build a new 
Presbyterian church We _ were 
members of another congregation, 
but my father said, “We need 
more churches in this country.” 
I remember how earnestly and 
regularly he helped to make up 
the salary for our pastor, how he 
almost always led in every offer- 
ing taken for missions, though I 
knew that a number of people in 
the church were better able to 
give than he was. I think that is 
part of the background that al- 
ways made me know that.my fa- 
ther was a good Christian, that 
Christianity worked for him, and 
would work for me. I do not re- 
member that I ever had the 
slightest question in my mind 
about the sincerity of my father 
in his devotion to Christ. 

So one of the great blessings of 
liberal, cheerful and regular giv- 
ing to God’s cause is that it open- 
ly puts one on God’s side and 
brands him in the eyes of all who 
know him as a sincere Christian 
whose faith produces works, and 
whose love for Christ results in 
heart-felt concern for the Lord’s 
work, manifested in liberal and 
cheerful giving. 


VI. But the Best Blessings for 
Christian Giving Will Come 
in Heavenly Rewards 


Can a Christian gain eternal re- 
wards and blessings by the way he 
uses money for God? Yes, he can. 
That is one thing that Jesus men- 
tioned again and again. 

He said: 


“Lay not up for yourselves trea- 
sures wpon earth, where moth and 
rust doth corrupt, and where 
thieves break through and steal: 
But lay up for yourselves trea- 
sures in heaven, where neither 
moth nor rust doth corrupt, and 
where thieves do not break 
through nor steal: For where 
your treasure is, there will your 
heart be also.”—Matt. 6:19-21. 


The poet was right who said, 


“All you can hold in your cold 
dead hand 
Is what you have given away.” 


In this world money takes 
wings. Even if one could be sure 
of keeping his riches, he would 
still go off and leave them all. 


When a famous millionaire died, 
one well-to-do friend whispered to 
another as they stood by the 
grave, “How much did he leave?” 


The other whispered back, “He 
left it all.” 


And so does every one else leave 
it all. 

I have known men who piled yp 
property and money. I have seen it 
warp their personality with ava- 
rice. I have seen it ruin their 
friendships. I have seen it lead 
them into worldliness. I have seen 
such men too busy to go to the 
house of God, too busy for family 
prayers, too busy to play with 
their children. I have seen the 
riches curse the children with bad 
company, with prodigal ways, with 
extravagant tastes. Plenty of mon- 
ey to spend and no work to do and 
little restraint would ruin any 
young man or woman in the world. 


I have seen the cause of Christ 
suffer for lack of support. I have 
seen missionaries ready to go to 
the foreign field who could not be 
sent. I have seen preachers toil 
and struggle to make ends meet 
because of the inadequate support 
of these very rich men, as well as 
others of lesser means. I have 
seen great independent Christian 
colleges and universities and Bible 
institutes compelled to turn away 
hundreds of students to go to secu- 
lar, faith-destroying institutions, 
for lack of support. And I have 
known such men to die, leaving a 
fortune to be spent on lawyers 
and litigation, with the children 
divided and suing and hating one 
another and then wasting the 
money in riotous sin. How foolish 
is anybody to waste his money 
that way. 

But a Christian can so use his 
money as to lay up treasure in 
Heaven. 

On the other hand, I have 
known a good many people who 
laid up treasure in Heaven by love 
gifts for the Lord’s work now. I 
knew an old country preacher who 
had worn one suit four years, and 
when he was given twenty dollars 
for a new suit, he gave that twen- 
ty dollars in a foreign mission 
collection. Surely some Chinese 
convert who was led to Christ by 
the missionary he supported is 
likely to meet him in Heaven and 
greet him again and again with 
thanksgiving and rejoicing on the 
heavenly streets! The bank of 
Heaven had that twenty dollars 
multiplied many fold waiting for 
Brother John Longan, when the 
old west Texas preacher arrived 
there! 

We have many, many cases on 
record where someone subscribed 
to ‘THE SWORD OF THE LORD for an 
unsaved relative or friend. This 
Christian paper coming every 
week and backed by the earnest 
prayers of the one who sent it, has 


resulted in the salvation of the 
reader. 
One woman wrote that God 


seemed to press on her heart very 
strongly that she must pay for 


THE SWORD OF THE LorpD to be sent 


to a neighbor who shunned church, 
who scoffed at Christians. This 
good Christian woman wrote how 
she told the Lord, “‘But Lord, I 
know she will not read it! The 
money will be wasted, and I have 
so little to give!” But God still 
pressed it on her heart that she 
must send the paper to this un- 
converted woman. 

Later she passed again and 
again and saw the Christian pa- 
per thrown in the ditch by the 
mail box, not even carried into 
the house! She said to the Lord, 
“Tord, I don’t know why You had 
me spend that money that way. I 
have so little to give and the sub- 
scription is wasted. See, she will 
not even take the paper into the 
house!” 

But in God’s time the unsaved 
neighbor woman fell sick. She had 
plenty of time to think, and her 
heart grew hungry. She began to 
read THE SWORD OF THE LORD week 
after week. Her proud heart was 
humbled, she became conscious of 
her sin, she felt her need for the 
Saviour. She trusted Christ, then 
went to the little church nearby 
and made her open profession of 
faith. 

The Christian woman who had 
felt compelled to send the sub- 
scription wrote me the happiest 
letter you can imagine. She said, 
“Think! What a terrible mistake 


I would have made had I not fol- 
lowed the leading of the Lord and 
sent this woman a subscription to 
THE SworpD. Now she is the first 
one saved through the few dollars 
I could give to my Saviour!” 

I suspect those two will have 
many a time of rejoicing in Heav- 
en as they talk over that matter. 

During World War II chaplains 
with the armed services, both in 
Europe and in the Pacific, called 
on me for thousands of dollars 
worth of Christian booklets. Sol- 
diers, sailors, Marines, Wacs, Sea- 
Bees, all wanted the colorful little 
booklets on great Bible subjects. 

One single letter coming from 
the Chaplain General of the 
American forces in Europe after 
the surrender, asked for more than 
five. thousand dollars worth of 
booklets. We did not have money 
to meet all the calls. What should 
we do? 


Mrs. Rice and I agreed that we 
would do what we could. So we 
mortgaged our home for six thou- 
sand dollars and put the meney 
into the work. Then for long la- 
borious years we paid off the 
mortgage. But hundreds of men in 
our armed services wrote to say 
how they found Christ as Saviour 
through these booklets. A chaplain 
on one transport, the Marine Dev- 
il, told how more than one hun- 
dred boys found Christ on the 
crowded ship in one crossing. La- 
ter word came that Missionaries 
DeShazer and Glenn Wagner had 
won to Christ the Japanese Naval 
Commander who had led the at- 
tack of three hundred and sixty 
planes on the American fleet at 
Pearl Harbor, December 7, 1941. 
They went over my little booklet, 
“What Must I Do to Be Saved?” 
with him. Then this man took that 
message and the little book we 
have spread by the millions and 
gave it on his lecture tour to one 
group of eleven hundred men! 

I have sweet assurance that in 
the long, beautiful eternity of 
blessing in Heaven I will have 
sweet fellowship with many souls 
who were kept out of hell because 
of money that we gave to get out 
the Gospel, which resulted, from 
the human viewpoint, in their 
coming to Christ for salvation. 

Jesus told us the parable of the 
unjust steward: illustrating that 
one may use money to make for 
himself friends in Heaven. 


“And he said also unto his dis- 
ciples, There was a certain rich 
man, which had a steward; and 
the same was accused unto him 
that he had wasted his goods. And 
he called him, and said unto him, 
How is it that I hear this of thee? 
give’ an account of thy steward- 
ship; for thou mayest be no longer 
steward. Then the steward said 
within himself, What shall I do? 
for my lord taketh away from me 
the stewardship: I cannot dig; to 
beg I am ashamed. I am resolved 
what to do, that, when I am put 
out of the stewardship, they may 
receive me into their houses. So 
he called every one of his lord’s 
debtors unto him, and said unto 
the first, How much owest thou 
unto my lord? And he said, An 
hundred measures of oil. And he 
said unto him, Take thy bill, and 
sit down quickly, and write fifty. 
Then said he to another, And how 
much owest thou? And he said, 
An hundred measures of wheat. 
And he said unto him, Take thy 
bill, and write fourscore. And the 
lord commended the unjust stew- 
ard, because he had done wisely: 
for the children of this world are 
in their generation wiser than the 
children of light. And I say unto 
you, Make to yourselves friends of 
the mammon of unrighteousness; 
that, when ye fail, they may re- 
ceive you into everlasting habita- 
tions.”—Luke 16:1-9. 


That steward was unjust, but 
Jesus commanded him at least 
for looking toward the future and 
preparing a home for himself. And 
so we can use Mammon or money, 
which others use in unrighteous- 
ness, to make friends for us in the 
everlasting habitations of Heaven! 

I well remember a cold Novem- 
ber night when I was a student in 
Southwestern Baptist Theological 
Seminary at Fort Worth, Texas, 
and took a bus load of students 
down to the Union Gospel Mission 
in the city. There I tried my best 
to win to Christ a Catholic young 
man. He was excited to see a Bi- 
ble, the first time he had ever 
held the Word of God in his hands 
or read a word from the Bible.

Many have written me and have 
asked me by word of mouth my 
opinion as to the Revised Stand- 
ard Version. There may be some 
merits in the Revised Standard 
Version as a reference work. I 
myself am sorry that the Revised 
Version ever was gotten out. It 
is no improvement on the King 
James or the American Standard 
Version, and it has created un- 


sent the National Council of the 
Churches of Christ in America 
seeking to establish it as the au- 
thorized version of Protestantism. 


I think that in some places the 
Revised Standard Version has def- 
initely a modernistic tinge and a 
liberal bias. In some places where 
they made certain omissions and 
changes, I think the translation 
is sinful. I greatly dislike the 
elimination of “thee” and “thou” 
and the related forms and verbal 
endings except where God is di- 
rectly addressed. The prevailing 
Unitarian bias is seen when Christ 
is addressed, not in terms reserv- 
ed for the Deity, but in the more 
common “you.”

Aramaic, except, perhaps, when 
He addressed the Syro-Phoenician 
woman (Mark 7:26), when He 
would probably have spoken in 
Greek, otherwise she would not 
have understood Him. Indeed, 
those few words of His which 
have come down to us untranslat- 
ed—i.e., exactly as he spoke them 
—are Aramaic—viz., “Talitha 
cumi” (Mark 5:41) and “Eloi, Eloi, 
lama sabacthani” (Mark 15:34). 


This Septuagint version of the 
Old Testament, however, formed 
the basis for many future trans- 
lations. The copies in our posses- 
sion are also accompanied by 
Greek copies of the New Testa- 
ment. 


The originals are lost, but it is 
an interesting fact that the three 
oldest. and best copies of this ver- 
sion,—viz., the Vatican and the 


Sinaitic versions, dating from 
about the fourth century, and the 
Alexandrian version dating from 
about the fifth century—have been 
distributed, in the providence of 
God, among the three great sec- 
tions of the professing Christian 
Church, as follows:— 


1. The Vatican manuscript, said 
to be the oldest of all existing 
documents, is, as its name implies, 
at the Vatican, Rome, in the keep- 
ing of the head of the Roman 
Catholic faith, where it has been 
for the last five hundred years. 
It is written in the most beautiful 
style, but is not quite perfect— 
parts of Genesis, some of the 
Psalms, and part of the New 
Testament being missing. 

2. The Sinaitic manuscript de- 
rives its name from the fact that 
it was rescued from some monks 
on Mount Sinai by Dr. Tischen- 
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dorf, through the influence of the 
Emperor of Russia, in 1859. These 
documents were found heaped to- 
gether with other parchments, 
which were being used as fuel, 
owing to the ignorance of the 
monks as to their nature and 
contents. This also is written most 
beautifully and carefully on the 
skins of a hundred antelopes. The 
New Testament is perfect; not a 
leaf is missing. This is said to be 
the second oldest document in 
existence, and was in the posses- 
sion of the head of the Greek 
Church in Petrograd, and is now 
in the British Museum, having 
been bought for the nation for 
£300,000, largely raised by public 
subscription. Dr. Tischendorf be- 
lieved that this and the Vatican 
manuscript were two of the fifty 
copies of the Bible which were 
made in Greek by command of 
the Emperor Constantine, about 
the year A.D. 331, under the su- 
pervision of Bishop Eusebius, the 
historian of Caesarea. If that be 
so, then these are without doubt 
the oldest existing manuscripts. 


(Editor’s Note: Remember that 
this was written in 1905. Since 
then a much older Hebrew man- 
uscript of Isaiah and some other 
fragments have been discovered 
in a cave in Palestine. However, 
it is almost identical with the 
Masoretic Hebrew text. But the 
Vatican Sinaitic and Alexandrian 
manuscripts are not the oldest in 
existence. ) 


3. The Alexandrian manuscript 
is in the British Museum, London, 
the center of Protestant Chris- 
tianity. Ten leaves are missing 
from the Old Testament, and sev- 
eral from the New. It was said 
to have been written by one 
“Thekla, the Martyr,” about the 
fifth century, and was presented 
to King Charles I in 1628 by Cyril 
Lucar, a Greek patriarch of Alex- 
andria; hence its name. This is 
the third oldest document known 
to exist. 


First Bible 


In the second century of the 
Christian era Latin superseded 
Greek, and remained for many 
years the diplomatic language of 
Europe. At this time a _ Latin 
translation was made in North 
Africa from the Septuagint ver- 
sion of the Old Testament and 
the original Greek of the New, so 
that all Latin-speaking people 
might be able to read the Word 
of God. It is known as the “Vul- 
gate,’ which itself is a Latin word, 
meaning “to make common or 
public.” Hence our word “vulgar.” 


This Latin version appears to 
have been England’s first Bible. 
It was brought into this—then—- 
pagan land by the early Christian 
missionaries, and was destined to 
replace the ignorant superstition 
of the Druids, with their human 
sacrifices, etc., by the knowledge 
and worship of the true God; and 
ultimately to make this land the 
mighty power that it is today, 
sending forth Bibles and mission- 
aries to all parts of the earth. 
(Editor’s Note: He refers to Eng- 
land 48 years ago.) 


In the fourth century this Vul- 
gate version was revised by the 
saintly scholar Jerome, who had 
access to ancient Hebrew manu- 
scripts; and so important was this 
revision of Jerome’s that, like the 
Septuagint, it has influenced all 
future translations. It is from 
this version that the English 
translation of the Psalms as in 
our Prayer Book and in the Ro- 


man Catholic Douay Bible was 
made. ;,

Introduction of the Anglo-Saxon 
Language 


In A.D. 450 the Teutonic in- 
vaders introduced the Anglo-Sax- 
on language into England. Mean- 
time, this Latin translation re- 
mained the only Bible in the coun- 
try for centuries; and as that was 
only in handwriting, it will be 
readily seen that the Word of 
God, without which no man can 
really live (Deut. 8:3), was only 
available to the very few—viz., 
the learned and the rich. 

The innate power, however, of 
the Word of God, although only 
in Latin, wrought great changes 
in the land, so that in course of 
time paganism died out. 


First Anglo-Saxon Testament 


In the seventh century a cur- 
ious attempt was made to give 
the people the substance of the 
Scriptures in their own tongue— 
viz., Anglo-Saxon—by a poor un- 
tutored man (afterwards educat- 
ed) named Caedmon, who seems 
to have had a vision, during which 
he was inspired to paraphrase 
certain parts of the Bible, in a 
kind of blank verse, remnants of 
which exist to this day. Here is a 
specimen in English of that re- 
markable work taken “from 
Thorpe’s Caedmon’s Paraphrase, 
referring to the Crucifixion:— 


He on the tree ascended 
And shed His blood, 
God on the Cross 
Through His Spirit’s power. 
Wherefore we should 
t all times 
Give to the Lord thanks 
In deeds and works, 
For that He from thraldom 
Led Home 
Up to Heaven, 
Where we may share 
The greatness of God. 


This is the earliest trace we have 
of writing in the Anglo-Saxon 
tongue. 

Caedmon died about A.D. 680. 


A cross to his memory may be| 


seen at Whitby, erected as rec- 
ently as 1898. 


First Anglo-Saxon Writing 


In the eighth century the Ven- 
erable Bede—one of England’s 
greatest literary men of ancient 
times—translated the Psalms and 
the Gospels into Anglo-Saxon, hop- 
ing no doubt to translate the 
whole Bible; but death intervened 
on May 26th, A.D. 735. 


The most beautiful Anglian 
Cross ever reared in Great Britain 
was unveiled to Bede’s memory 
as recently as October 11th, 1904, 
at Roker Point, Sunderland. 


A Royal Translator 
In A.D. 871, Alfred the Great, 
who was a man of prayer and a 
lover of the Bible, was crowned 


‘King of the West Saxons at the 


_age of twenty-two. In 893 he be-

a desire that every youth should 
be able to read the Scriptures be- 
fore studying any other subject. 
He accordingly ordered a transla- 
tion of the whole Bible to be 
made into. Anglo-Saxon, himself 
taking part”in it; but, like Bede, 
he did not live to see its com- 
pletion. 


Introduction of the English 
Language 

Nothing more of importance 
seems to have been done for the 
next five hundred years or so, 
during which time the Norman 
Conquest took place under Wil- 
liam the Conqueror, in 1066, after 
which the Anglo-Saxon language 
soon gave place to English. The 
whole land also became priest- 
ridden. 


The Bible Divided Into Chapters 


Prior to this date no translated 
copies of the Scriptures contained 
any divisions into chapters. or 
verses. But in 1250, one Cardinal 
Hugo was the first to divide up 
the Bible into chapters; this he 
did for the purpose of a Latin 
concordance. The divisions, al- 
though very convenient for ref- 
erence, are some times far from 
happily arranged. They have, how- 
ever, been followed in every fu- 
ture translation. The division into 
verses was not made until three 
hundred years later. 


First Bible In English 


About the year 1320, John 
Wycliffe, the great Reformer, was 


born. He was the first to trans- + 
late the whole Bible into the Eng-. 


lish language; this translation, 
which occupied about twenty-two 
years, was made from the Latin 
Vulgate; the Hebrew and Greek 
originals being then practically 
unknown. It was divided into 
chapters according to Cardinal 
Hugo’s arrangement, and although 
only in handwriting, very many 
copies were made, several of 
which exist today. Each copy took 
about ten months to write out, 
and cost £40 in our money to buy. 
Those who could not afford to buy 
it, would pay a considerable sum 
to be allowed to read it one hour 
a day; and it is said that a load 
of hay was sometimes given for 
a few pages of it. Truly the Word 
of God was precious in those days. 


Wycliffe had been much opposed 
in this work by the Roman Cath- 
olics, who eventually forbade the 
reading of this English Bible un- 
der penalty of death; and history 
relates a long list of martyrs who 
died at the stake rather than give 
up the blessed book. Wycliffe 
died of paralysis at Lutterworth, 
December 31st, 1384. Forty years 
after his death the Roman Cath- 
olic authorities dug up his bones 
and burned them, scattering the 
ashes on the River Swift. 


This Bible of Wycliffe’s was 
printed in four volumes in 1850. 


In 1388, one Richard, Purvey, 


with the aid of other scholars, . 


made a_ revision of Wrycliffe’s 
Bible: several copies of this also 
remain to this day. 


The Invention of Printing 


The art of printing appears to 
have been known in China as 
early as the twelfth or thirteenth 
century. It was invented in Europe 
about A.D. 1450, by Gutenberg, 
of Mainz, who is. said to have 
printed a Bible about that time. 
It was, however, introduced into 
England by Caxton in 1476, about 
which time parts of the Old 
Testament were printed in He- 
brew, 


In 1516, Desiderius Erasmus, a 
very learned Greek scholar, pub- 
lished at Basel a Greek New 
Testament direct from ancient 
manuscripts, which was of im- 
mense value to future translators, 
as for some centuries previous to 
this the only documents known 
were Latin translations.

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First Testament Printed in 
English 


In 1525, William Tyndale, one 
of the great Protestant Reform- 
ors, and a contemporary of Luth- 
sr, made another English transla- 
ion from Erasmus’s Greek above 
eferred to, and was the first to 
publish an English New Testament 
in print. This was done under 
great difficulties, partly at Col- 
ogne and partly at Worms, in 
exile, poverty, and distress, as he 
found it impossible to carry out 
this work in England, owing to 
Romish opposition. Several edi- 
tions were printed. In all at least 
fifteen thousand copies were issu- 
ed, which were secretly imported 
into England in bales of cloth, 
sacks of flour, etc. Every effort 
was, however, made by the Roman 
Catholics to prevent this Testa- 
ment from getting into the hands 
of the people; and with this ob- 
ject in view, all that were found 
were seized and destroyed—thous- 
ands being burnt at St. Paul’s 
Cross. 

His translation was marvellous- 
ly accurate. He wisely and beauti- 
fully used the word “love” in 
I Cor. 13 instead of our some- 
what misleading word “charity.” 


Tyndale also translated the Pen- 
tateuch and Jonah into English. 


His first printed Testament is 
now in the Baptist College, Bris- 
tol. 

In 1535 he issued a revised ver- 
sion of the New Testament from 
the original Greek; and to this is 
primarily due the beauty of the 
Janguage of our Authorised Ver- 
sion. 

On October 6th, 1536, Tyndale, 
who had done this great work for 
England, was first strangled and 
then burnt at the stake by those 
who have ever been the unchang- 
ing enemies of an open Bible—viz., 
the Roman Catholic authorities. 
His last words were, “Lord, open 
the King of England’s eyes!” 

His statue may now be seen on 
the Thames Embankment, in the 
very city in which he was not al- 
lowed to live. 


First Bible Printed in English 


Praver Book Version of the 

Psalms 

In 1535 the whole Bible, Old 
Testament and New, was for the 
first time printed in English by 
Miles Coverdale, who made his 
translation from the German and 
Latin. This contained also the 
apocryphal books. It is Coverdale’s 
version of the Psalms, translated 
from Jerome’s revision of the Vul- 
gate, which is now used in the 
Church of England Prayer Book. 
Coverdale died in 1568. 


The First Authorized Version 


In 1536, Henry VIII., although 
remaining a Romanist to the last, 
was induced by his Lord Chancel- 
lor, Thomas Cromwell, to grant a 
royal license for the issue of the 
Bible in the English language. 
This was carried out by John 
Rogers (who was afterwards burnt 
at the stake in Queen Mary’s 
reign). He made use of Coverdale’s 
translation, and issued his Bible in 
1537, under the title of “Matth- 
ew’s Bible.” It contained several 
caustic comments in the margin 
against Romanism, and was never 
very popular. 

In 1538, instructions were given 
to the clergy to have a large vol- 
ume of the Bible placed in a con- 
venient position im every church, 
So that the reading of God’s bles- 
os Book might be available to 
all. 

Accordingly, in 1539, what was 
practically a reprint of Matthew’s 
Bible, was brought out by Miles 
Coverdale and others, but without 
the unpopular marginal comments. 
The preparation of this version 
was greatly hindered owing to the 
Inquisition then raging in France, 
where the work was commenced; 
So that it had to be completed in 
England. When the King saw it 
he said, “In God’s name, let it go 
forth among our people!” Thus 
Tyndale’s dying prayer was, at 
least, in part answered. 

Tis, therefore, was the first 
realiy Authorized Version of the 
Bible; “and appointed to be used” 
in public worship. 

It is’ known as the “Great 
Bible,” owing to its size. It is 
also called the “Chained Bible,” 
because it used to be chained to

the desks of churches for safé 
keeping. And it has been called 
the “Treacle Bible,’ because 
Jeremiah 8:22 was rendered, “Is 
there no treacle in Gilead?” 

There was also another, even 
more curious, translation in this 
Bible of Coverdale’s in which Ps. 
91:5 was rendered—“Thou shall 
not nede to be afrayed for eny 
bugges by night’! with the result 
that the Edition issued in 1549 is 
still known as the “Bug Bible”! 

Alas, however, for the poor, 
changeable heart of man! Henry 
VIII afterwards, unhappily ceased 
to encourage the circulation of 
the Scriptures. The destruction of 
Bibles by the Roman Catholics 
about that time was, in conse- 
quence, very great. 


The Prayer Book in English 


In 1547 King Edward VI came 
to the throne, at the tender age 
of ten, and, as an indication of 
his attitude towards the Bible, it 
is related of him, that, seeing the 
three swords of state being borne 
before him, he asked where was 
the fourth sword—the sword of 
the Spirit? Whereupon a Bible 
was handed to him. This simple 
and touching incident made such 
an impression upon the nation, 
that ever since that time the pre- 
sentation of a Bible to the sov- 
ereign has formed a_ prominent 
part of the English coronation 
ceremony. It appears, however, to 
have been a custom among the 
early Jews, not only to present 
the new King with a copy of the 
testimony (II Chron. 23:11), but 
also that he should himself write 
out a copy of it with his own 
hand, and read therein all the 
days of his life (Deut. 27:18, 19). 
Would that all modern kings act- 
ed upon this old Jewish law! 

During Edward VI’s short reign 
of only seven years, the Bible was 
again allowed to be printed and 
read freely. In his reign, also, the 
Book of Common Prayer, former- 
ly only in Latin, was published in 
English. 


New Testament Divided Into 
Verses 


In 1551 Sir Robert Stephens 
was the first to divide any part 
of the Bible into verses; this he 
did in a Greek New Testament 
which he brought out just three 
hundred years after the division 
into chapters by Cardinal Hugo. 
As we have seen, however, an ar- 


Seer . 
rangement of division into verses | 
—not the same as ours—was made | 


by the Jews in the Hebrew text 
of the Old Testament Scriptures 
at a very early date. 

In 1553, Queen Mary—whom 
the historian Hume described as 
violent, cruel, and revengeful— 
came to the throne, when the 
printing, importation, and circula- 
tion of the Bible were once more 
prohibited. During her short reign 
of four and a half years, Ridley, 
Latimer, Cranmer, and over three 
hundred other Bible-loving men 
were burnt at the stake. One 
Bible, partly burnt at that time, 
is still preserved as a relic of those 
dark and bloody days. 


One version of the New Testa- 
ment was, however, published dur- 
ing her reign, in spite of the fiery 
persecution that existed; and this 
was the first English edition 
which was divided into verses, as 
arranged a few years previously in 
Sir R. Stephens’ Greek Testament. 


In 1558 a great change took 
place, when Queen Elizabeth came 
to the throne at the age of twenty- 
five. At her public entry into Lon- 
don she inaugurated her long and 
prosperous reign by pressing to 
her lips and heart a copy of the 
Bible, which was presented to her, 
amid the rejoicings of the popu- 
lace, who realized that the days 
of tyranny and oppression were 
past.

In 1560 a very important edi- 
tion of the Bible appeared, known 
as the “Geneva Bible,” because it 
had been prepared by the Reform- 
ers in Geneva, whither they had 
fled during the persecutions under 
Queen Mary. It was translated 
direct from, the original Hebrew 
and Greek, and is also known as 
the “Breeches Bible,’ because 
Gen. 3:7 is rendered, “They sewed 
fig leaves together and made

themselves breeches.” 

This was the first Bible in 
Which italics were used to indicate 
words which are not in the or- 
iginal. It was also the first whole 
Bible which was divided into 
verses; and it was the first to 
omit the apocryphal books since 
their introduction into the Septu- 
agint about the fourth century 
(see p. 51). 

Unlike the Great Bible, this was 
small, portable, and cheap, and 
was the most popular Bible Eng- 
land had ever had up to that time. 

In 1568 what is known as the 
‘Bishops’ Bible” was issued, hav- 
ing been brought out by a com- 
mittee of bishops. This was a very 
expensive edition, each copy cost- 
ing about £16 in our money. (Ed- 
itor’s Note: Sixteen pounds in 
English money would then have 
been some $80, now about $45.) 
It was by no means a good trans- 
lation, was never popular, and 
practically fell out of use by 1606.

Do you think that if Jesus 
Christ lived in this city He would 
stay here for five weeks and not 
poke His head around this taber- 
nacle? No! Did Jesus ever turn 
His back on anybody in trouble? 
No! Did He ever refuse to help 
anybody who asked Him? No!: No! 
Wherever He went lives were 
made happier, men and women 
were made purer. Can you find 
any fault with that in the trans- 
forming power of God? 


Over in the trenches of France 
was a French soldier named 
Maurice. The Y.M.C.A. was dis- 
tributing little Testaments of John 
printed in French. Somebody had 
thrown away a copy and Maurice 
found it one day in the mud under 
his feet in the trenches. He pick- 
ed it up and read it. 


In the back was a place where it 
said, “I accept Jesus Christ as my 
Saviour.” He read this gospel of 
John. It was the first time he had 
ever seen it and he signed his 
name in there. 

Maurice had a cousin in the 
trenches named Jacques, an in- 
fidel, and on his day off he came 
to visit Maurice. When he came 
in, he said, “Maurice, what’s the 
matter with you? Your face shines 
so.” 

“IT found Jesus Christ and here’s 
where I found Him.” He handed 
Jacques this little Testament.

Wherever the gospel of Christ 
goes, I say it makes lives brighter 
and shines this old world up.

He opened 
the eyes of the blind. He unstop- 
ped the ears of the deaf. He raised 
the dead. He cleansed the leper.

He never 
sent anybody away with a heavy 
heart. The only one who ever went 
away with a sorrowful heart was 
the rich young ruler, who would 
not repent.

This young 
fellow thought he had so much 
that he could get along without 
Jesus. 

Jesus never attended a funeral.

He came that they might 
have life and that they might 
have it more abundantly. 


The man who is sober has life 
more abundantly than the drunk- 
ard. The man who is honest has 
life more abundantly than the 
thief. The man who is virtuous 
has life more abundantly than the 


man living in vice. The one who

abundantly than the infidel who 
doesn’t believe in Christ.

The Revised Bible 


In 1885 the Revised Version of 
the whole Bible was issued. The 
work on the Old Testament was. 
also commenced in June, 1870, by 
a similar, but separate, committee 
sitting at Westminster—these re- 
visers having been engaged for 
fifteen years. 


This, although a decided im- 
provement in some respects, as a 
translation, on the Authorised 
Version, is nevertheless far from 
perfect, and contains some very 
unfortunate renderings and wn- 
necessary alterations. It has, 
moreover, never obtained the hold 
on the hearts of the people that 
the Authorised won from the first, 
and has maintained, in spite of 
this later revision, to this day. 


In this version, while the num- 
bers of chapters and verses have 
been retained for reference, the 
revisers have wisely adopted the 
system of paragraphs, which is of 
great use—although even this has 
been carried somewhat too far— 
and of metrical form for the poet- 
ical books, which is a distinct ad- 
vantage. - 

Thus the Bible, which was or- 
iginally written in Hebrew, Chal- 
dee, and Greek, has been trans- 
lated, and retranslated; until, to- 
day, the very phraseology of its 
stately language has become fam-

written by Sidney Collett in 1905, 
does not mention the very fine 
American Standard Version of the 
Bible, finished about 1901, but not 
circulated widely in England in 
his time. Naturally no mention is 
made of the Revised Standard 
Version, of which the New Testa- 
ment was published in 1946 and 
the whole Bible in the fall of 


11952. This translation, prepared 


largely by modernists, is very un- 
satisfactory to Bible believers for 


many 


reasons. The unbelieving 


translators took a good many lib- 
erties with the Hebrew text of 
the Old Testament, and they ofteh 
paraphrase instead of translating 


accurately. 


They did not follow 


the important rule of the King 
James translators and the Amefrt- 
can Standard translators of print- 
ing all words not in the original 
manuscript in italics. The use of 


hquotation marks is done very ar- 


bitrarily and involves interpreta- 
tion, not translation. The old Eng- 
lish forms of address, thou, thee, 
thine, ete. are used in addressing 
God the Father, but usually omit- 
ted when addressing Christ, thus 
casting doubt upon His deity. A 
number of Old Testament pro- 
phecies about Christ have been 
so doctored as to lose their Mes- 


Sianic character. In 


Isaiah 7:14 


the infidel bias of most of the 
translators is shown in that they

as given by the Septuagint trans- 
lators, the King James translators,

a suit of clothes. I don’t go to 
a jewelry shop to get potatoes 
and celery. 

Something, therefore, is expect- 
ed of a Christian that isn’t ex- 
pected of a godless man. I expect 
something more of an elder than 
I do of a brewer. 

For a man to be a member of 
a church ‘and have nothing in his 
life or conduct which resembles 
Jesus Christ is as much out of 
place as a Y.M.C.A. over a brew- 
ery, or a Y.M.C.A. over a house of 
ili fame. They are expected to 
carry on the things that they an- 


nounce under the sign. 


That is the reason I go to a 
barber shop to get a hair cut, 
and to a jewelry store to get my 
watch fixed. A man hangs out a 
Sign and says he is a Christian. 
I expect something and I’ve got 
a right to do it. 


No Fault With His Courage, 
His Faith 

Can you find any fault with 
His courage? There is something 
about His courage that wins our 
applause. It compels our admira- 
tion, and our commendation, emu- 
lation, and several other “ations” 
that I can’t think of just now. 
Did Jesus ever show the white 
feather? No! No! When the mob 
charged upon Him with clubs 
and stones and the disciples for- 
sook Him and fled, He stood His 
ground as immovable as Gibral- 
tar. They spat upon Him, stoned 
Him, damned Him, and scourged 
Him. 

He bore Himself like a king 
when He stood before old Pilate. 


~ Not once did He turn pale. Not 


once did He show concern or fear. 
Not once, my friends, can you 
find any fault with Him. 

_ The first recorded word of Jesus 
Was when he was twelve years 
old. “Wist ye not that I must be 
about my Father’s business?” His 
last recorded words were on the 
cross, “It is finished.” 

When he hung on the cross, 
thirty-two years of age and in the 
twenty-one years crowded in be- 
tween the first recorded words 
and the last recorded words, noth- 
ing found place in His life that 
wasn’t for the glory of God and 


the good of humanity. “I find no 
fault in him,” said his bitter en- 
emy, Pilate. If there had been, 
old Pilate would have dug it out, 
for he was looking for a chance 
to put something over on Him if 
he could, No, “I find no fault in 
him.” 

He had faith in His Father. 
Faith says, “God did it. Christ 
says it. I believe it. That settles 
it.” That’s faith! 


He had faith in His Father. A 
man’s faith links him to God. I 
am chained to God not by money, 
culture or such things, but by 
faith. 


Take what faith you have got 
and start out. If you know enough 
now to start and if you use it, you 
will get more. 


Mind you, in business, there 
isn’t a man in it today that didn’t 
start poor. Did J. P. Morgan start 
rich? No! Did Rockefeller? No! 
Did Judge Gary? No! Did Vander- 
bilt? George Perkins? No! Peter 
Armour of Chicago? Marshall 
Field? No! Field used to be a 
traveling man, sold goods for $100 
a month. 


Andrew Carnegie started for $1 
a week as stockboy in a mill; 
Charley Schwab crawled out of 
the dirt and out of the soot and 
coal of Homestead and Bradford. 
Not a one started out rich. 

Take what you have got. Use 
it and you will get more. Start 
with your faith. Use it and you 
will get more. It will grow. 

Farm your faith like a seed. 
Put it into the ground. You will 
get more. Drop a kernel of corn 
into the ground and it will pro- 
duce a hill of corn. A hill on an 
average will produce two ears. An 
ear of corn will produce 800 ker- 
nels. Twice eight is 16, so I get 
1,600 times more than I put into 
the ground. 

Farm your faith. Start with 
what you have and God will give 
you more all the way through. 
Without faith there wouldn’t be 
a factory, there wouldn’t be a 
railroad. We can’t do _ business 
without it. 

Ninety-five per cent of the busi- 
ness in this country is done on 
credit. Only five per cent is done 
on a cash basis. All is done on 
credit checks, drafts, mail orders 
and all that. 

There wouldn’t be a railroad. 
The Milwaukee made an extension 
from South Dakota to Puget 
Sound. It cost them hundreds of 
millions of dollars. They hadn’t 
sold a ticket. They hadn’t con- 
tracted for a pound of freight. 
They hadn’t anything but faith. 
They had faith to believe that 
people would travel over the road 
and freight would be shipped over 
the road. 

Without faith, there wouldn’t 
have been electricity. Thomas Ed- 
ison thought he would find a bet- 
ter way to illuminate the home 
than with a tallow candle. 


Without faith there wouldn't 
have been the automobile. Henry 
Ford started out in the Y.M.C.A. 
in Detroit 14 years ago, in the 
little department there where 
they had a sort of a forge. He 
went in there and went to work. 
He had an idea. He thought he 
could make an automobile, thought 
he could put it together,.and he 
did. He had to get money. The 
fellows one after another, refused 
him, and finally he found a man 
who staked him for $10,000. The 
fellow had faith. Everything you 
see today in business started with 
a faith in what they had. Begin 
with your faith and see how it 
will grow in this old world. 


There is not one who didn’t 
first believe before he ever in- 
vented. Fulton had visions of his 
steamboat before she ever puffed 
up the Hudson. Watts had visions 
of a sewing machine before it 
took tangible form; Whitney had 
visions of his cotton gin before 
he ever invented it. 


Men got to South America. 
They got to South Africa, to the 
Klondike, to Australia, because 
they were told and they believed 
they could get gold. Faith gives 
us energy, backbone. Faith is the 
grandest word in the lexicon of a 
man or woman. 

There wouldn’t have been any 
Jewish nation if Abraham hadn't 
had faith in God. God would have 
taken somebody else and He'd 


have started the nation with

somebody else, but He took Abra- 
ham, the father of the nation, and 
he believed and that is why you 
have the Jewish nation today. 


Faith is the hand by which my 
soul touches God. I can’t touch 
God with my hand. I can touch 
you. You are flesh, bones, and so 
am I. God is a spirit. I can't 
touch God with my hand. I can 
touch God with my faith. 


Faith is a sort of wireless tele- 
graphy which communicates with 
the sky. Faith is to the soul what 
the law of gravitation is to the 
world. 


Here is a book. I hold it in my 
hand. I take my hand away. What 
made it fall? There is a reason. 
Gravitation yanks everything 
toward the center of the earth. 
See? That is why. 


Therefore, we find that faith is 
to my soul what the law of grav- 
itation is to the world. The law 
of gravity pulls everything down 
toward the center of the earth. 
All right. So faith changes the 
center toward which spiritual 
gravity pulls.

Can you find any fault with 
what He said about Himself? Can 
you put your finger on any spot 
that He didn’t make good? He 
said, “I am the light of the world.”’ 
All right. Now, listen. You take 
out of this world all that Jesus 
Christ has done for it, and it 
wouldn't be worth a rummage 
sale. If you take out of this world 
all that Jesus has for it, you are 
taking down every church and 
cathedral, Catholic and Protest- 
ant. You close up every Sunday 
School. You disband the W.C.T.U. 
and every charitable organization. 

Everything that is done for the 
benefit of humanity, all charity, it 
all comes through the principles 
of Jesus Christ. You go to the 
library and select every book 
which contains a verse of poetry 
or prose reference to Jesus Christ 
and take them and turn them 
into ashes.

Jesus Christ has ever done for it 
and what have you got left? 

“I find no fault in Him.” A 
holy Christ for my Saviour, a 
holy Bible for my staff, a holy 
church for my field. “I find no 
fault in him.” 

Can you find any law that He 
ever broke? He said, “I will send 
the Holy Spirit to carry on the 
work.” 

Hasn't He made good, my 
friends? He said, “Believe on the 
Lord Jesus Christ, and thou shalt 
be saved” (Acts 16:31). 

You show me somebody who is 
saved who didn’t believe in Jesus 
Christ, or one who ever will be 
saved when he didn’t believe in 
Him. 

We are always helped or hin- 
dered by our belief. Wrong belief 
makes everybody wrong. Right be- 
lief makes everything right, be- 
cause belief always results in ac- 
tion which harmonizes with your 
belief. 

If you believe wrong, you will 
act wrong, and your actions will 
be in harmony with your belief, 
and your belief will be father to 
your act. If you believe right, you 
will act right. Therefore, belief 
always results in actions in har- 
mony with your belief. 


“Oh,” you say, “It doesn’t make 
any difference what a man be- 
lieves so long as he is sincere.” 
You are a fool. A man may sin- 
cerely believe he can handle nitro- 
glycerine and it won't hurt him, 
but if he monkeys with it, they 
will look for him with a sypgiass 
and take him up with a whisk 
broom and dustpan. 

In Sydney harbor, in Australia, 
they say they have one of the 
most beautiful harbors in the 
world. They have what they call 
the North Head and South Head 
and in between those two heads 
is the entrance to the harbor. 
Then the harbor runs off and dips 
right down to the coast line and 
shuts abruptly up. 


There is a lighthouse down 
there. One night the steamer 
Duncan Dunbar was coming to 
make the harbor at Sydney and 
they mistook the South Head for 
the North Head. and steered in 
between these two. They ran over 
the rocks and went down. 


Everybody was lost but three. 
The captain was sincere, but he 
was wrong. His sincerity, my 
friends, didn’t save the lives of the 
fifty people who were lost on the 
steamer Duncan Dunbar. And a 
man who believes that God is his 
Father ought to live like his 
Father.
